In particular the feature conq)rising providing a PDP device with 
a single inductor wherein the specified oscillation is generated from a combination of the single 
inductor and equivalent capacitance is not taught or suggested. Kanatani et al. fails to teach of 
said specified oscillation with a single inductor, given the require two inductors to make the 
voltage oscillation. Therefore said feature in combination with the other limitations of claims 1 
and 10 are allowable over the prior art of record.
